+Yale’s much improved football team 
gave the 30,000 persons in the crowd 
that jammed the stadium here to see 
the annual game with Princeton a thrill 
of delight by the fight and vim it 
showed in the first period of play 
against the Tigers. The score was 0—0 
at the end of the first quarter. 

Yale slightly outplayed Princeton 
in the’ first two periods of today’s 
game and scored a goal from the 
fielqg in the second period on a beau- 
tiful 80-yard drop-kick by Guernsey. 

Yate obtained her goal-kicking po- 
sition in front of the Princeton goal 
posts on a 16-yard penalty imposed 
on the Tigers followed. by four rush- 
es. Then, with the ball on Princeton’: 
18-yard line, Guernsey ran in and 
took Knowles’. place in the backfield. 
He dropped back to the 30-yard line 
and sent the ball through the goal 
posts With many yards to spare. 

A few minutes later Princeton ob- 
tained the ball on Yale’s 33-yard line 
on @ Yale penalty. Three rushes carried 
it to the %-yard line, but the Tigers 
elected: to try a forward pass instead 
of a drop kick. The ball was intercept- 
ed by a Yale’ player. On the next rush 
Baker made a. fair catch in the center 
of the field and attempted a 60-yard 
field goal...

SEES BROADWAY 


FIRE EXTINGUISHED; 


Ropes Keep Crowd. Back’ Be- 
tween Chestnut and Pine 
Streets. 


Fire broke out on the top floor of 
an unoccupted five-story building at 
111 North Broadway at 12:30. p. m. 
Saturday. Dense volumes of smoke 
from the upper windows of the struc- 
ture attracted the lunch-hour crowds 
and Broadway and the intersécting 
streets in the vicinity were soon 
thronged with -spectators. 

As the blaze gained headway a sec- 
ond alarm was turned ‘tn, d halt 
@ dozen companies responde 7 Long 
ladders were placed on Broadway, 
and in the aHey behind. the building’ 


‘and firemen climbed to the top story 


to find the extent of the flames. 
Aerial Towers in Broadway. - 

Firemen ran lines of hosé to the top 
of adjoining bulldings and threw streams 
into the burning structure, but. little 
headway was made until hose lines were 
Carried into the building and up ‘thé 
stairway through the dense smoke. 
Streams from aerial towers set up in 
Broadway were directed into the win- 
dows and as the water reached the 
flames in the rear part to the stories 
the smoke was decreased and the fire- 
men inside soon were able ta bring the 
blaze under control. 

The fire was confined to the third, 
fourth ‘and fifth floors. The origin of 
the flames has not been determined. 

Crowds in the vicMhity soon became so 
dense that the firemen were handicapped 
and the police had to drive the specta- 
tors back almost half a block in each di- 
rection and put ropes across the street. 

Diners in restaurants near by ran out 
when they heard the clanging of fire 
bells, and the crowd in a moving pic- 
ture show in the vicinity hurried into 
the street and joined the crowds watch- 
ing the fire. 


When the first fire company 4ar- 
rived the interior of the building at 
the rear was in flames from. the 
third story to the roof. While fire- 
men directeg streams from the 
Broadway side, other lines of hose 
were run to the top of the Garrick 


Theater building and streams were 
played on the flames.

Wireless’ Rescue Flash From 
Cunard Liner Pannonia Itfers 
| Crew Stood by: Rescue. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW . YORK, = Nov. 15.—Meager 
wireless dispatches received today 
told of the rescue at sea Of 103 pas- 
sengers from the buphing Spanish 
steamship Balmes' by the Cunard 
liner .Pannonia. Though fire was 
still ragigs today, the Balmes’ crew 
of 65 were presumably sticking to 
their vessel, which convoyed by the 


LPannonia, was making for Bermuda, 


fwhich should be made some’ ‘time 
Monday. 


Cause of Fire Unknown, 


on the Balmés was not disclosed in 
the’ preliminary wireless messages. 
She was eastward bound for Spain, 
witha highly inflammable cargo of 
cotton and: rum, when the Curarder, 
bound hither from . Mediterranean 
ports, came’ to her assistance, This 


m., Wednesday; for at that time the 
Pannonia reported that she was 1100 
miles east of Ambrose light, but made 
no mention of the Balmes. 

First news of the disaster came 
through a wireless message picked up by 


+ the Marconi operator at Cape Race, New 


Foundland. While it purported to come 
from the Pannonia and said that she 
had: on board the Balmes’ passengers, 
the operator could not confirm the mes- 
sage and was furtber puzzled by the 
fact that the Pannonia, with a compara- 
tively feeble wireless outfit, was ad- 
mittedly out of range. 
Wircleas Message Confirmed. 

The message remained unsolved until 
the Cunard offices in this*city received 
from Lloyds’ agents in Bermuda a cable- 
gram announcing that Capt. Capper of 
the Pannonia had reported by wireless 
the safe rescue of the Balmes’ passen- 
gers and the fact that she was escorting 
the Balmeés, still on firg, to the island, 
* The Balmes is a comparatively small 
vessel of Spanish ownership, and is rated 
as a freighter. The Pannonia is one of 
the slower beats of the Cunard line, 
making something less than 300 miles a 
day. ‘She was. built In 1904, has a gross 
tonnage of 9851 and is 480 feet long.
